Want Protection Defeated. 


The free traders and free silverites are 


afraid of prosperity injuring them in the 
coming election, and fear that a protec- 
tive tariff act will bring prosperity. They 
will do all they can'furtively to defeat the 
tariff bill. They dare not defsat It openly 
fearing the wrath of the people. This 
puts them In the attitude of doing all 
they can to have the depressed and deplor- 
able conditions continued so that they 
may come before the people again with 
tlielr free silver heresy and again offer it 
as the only remedy for bard times. These 
people see in the eastern war nn Increased 
demand for our products and this they 
think will make times better. They have 
conspired to defeat the tariff bill in the 
hope that business may receive a great im- 
pulse on account of the war and they can 
then say that the revival of business was 
not due to protection, as no tariff bill bad 
passed, but was due to the new demand 
created by war. Another reason why they 
desire the defeat of the tariff bill is that 
if it were passed and the eastern situation 
is not improved and the war there should 
create a demand for our products the im- 
provement In business would be attribut- 
ed to the new tariff bill and go to the 
credit of the Republican party. 


This Is not a very high order of states- 


manship but it is characteristic of the 
Democratic party. If the new tariff bill 
were passed as soon as business began to 
revive with one voice that party would 
arise to say that it was not due to the tar- 
iff act but to the war in the east. It is 
not necessary to go back far for an exam- 
ple. 
When business went to pieces under 


the Cleveland administration as tbe re- 
mit of threatened revolution on tbe mat- 
ter of protection to American industries 
some inventive genius of that party put 
out tbe idea that tbe depression was due 
to the failure of the Barings some years 
before and It was not long until tbon 
lands, yea millions of Democrats, who 
bad never before beard of tbe Barings, 
gracod tba street corners of onr cities and 
villages talking of the awful ejects of 
that failure and kept talking it until some 
other genius discovered that our calam- 
ities were all due to the demonetization of 
lilver in 1873. 


The Republican party is willing to risk

which the managers of large enter- 
prises keep the public informed about 
matters in which they a.re interested 
s the press agent. Although most peo- 
)le believe that they know all about 
he functions of that officer, the busi- 
ness is really much more widespread 
han is generally known. The average 
mail speaking- of a press agent has the 
nie who is connected with the theater 
n mind. He is the man who sends para- 
'raphs to the theatrical editors, in 
vhich lie not only gives the advance 
irograiimies, but works in, or endeavors 
x> do so, aJl sorts of views about his, par- 
icula,r actor or singer, or the company 
n. which he may be intere;,t«l. With 
many press agents who act in keeping 
vitti the polity of their employers the 
hief end is to keep the name before 
'he public, and anything is resorted to, 
rorn a description ot an elaborate 
town or a stolen diamond to an im- 
g-inary runaway or an impending dl- 
orce suit. As a rule, the theatrical 
gent is a clever man, and to his good 
work the success of many an enterprise 
may be traced. 


Other large advertisers were quick 
o recognize the worth of a press ugent 
nd the consequence is that newspaper 
men have fo-und employment in that 
-aipacity recently in lines which are 
ar removed from the "show business," 
jut employ the saime methods. 


One of the first branches of business 


o employ a. press agent was that ol 
and booming. The large syndicates 
vhich were organized to develop cer- 
Mn tracts of land in the far west found 
hat, although advertising brought 
IUMII good returns, they needed some- 
hing more by means of which their 
cenery and climate could be made pop- 
lar.

Another field for his usefulness was 


ound by the press agent with railroad 
ori»orations. In one instance a railroad 
ompany had gained the ill will of many 
ewspapcrs and criticism of its methods 
was n daily occurrence. The directors 
rwited the place of press agent and in- 
talled an experienced newspaperman 
ifch power to mak? investigations on 
ny subject and instructions to make 
ublic €iich matters ix-rtaining to the 
oad as would counteract the previously 
renlatcd reports. A few months after 


ie assumed control of the place the 
rress agent said that the adverse criti- 
ism hcd ceased and that the newspa- 
ers. had bee« won to the rood's friend- 
hip.

GULLS ALONG THE LAKE SHOER 


How the Birds Live, What They Eat 


• nil Some of Their Fecaliurltlm.

shore that not even the icy blasts cl 
winter can drive away, and that i.s the 
pull. Winter and summer these birclf 
keep up their incessant flig-h-t, never a-p- 
pareutly going very far from the shor 
line out on the lake, and seldom car- 
rying- their incursions onto the Istnd for 
any distance. But the ceaseless flight 
of the gull is not a purposeless one. 
He is flying for his b'read and butter, 
so to speak, and as he .lias a voracious 
appetite, thanks to the fresh air and 
exercise which he takes so liberaJly, it 
keeps liim hustling to gratify his de- 
niand-s. The gull cannot be considered 
a dainty feeder, eithe'r. Any choice bit 
of offal that may turn up ir> the lake is 
pood enough for him, and heoceesion- 
nlly varies the monotony of his bill of 
fare by a choice live fish or an oc 
Monal sparrow, for the gull has car- 
niToroira propensities, and will prey 
on smaller birds when it hns a chance. 
During- the winter season, it is pretty 
hard scratching for tihe birds,and those 
of experience generallly take a trip 
s-oiith, the hangers-on in Chicago being 
the younger birds that have mot yet ac- 
riuirecl discretion. 


Nobody ever gets on very intimate 


terms with a pull. Shy ness is one of the 
essential components of his nature as 
far as mankind is concerned. And yet 
among his kind he is a. very sociable 
fellow anil gregarious by disposition. 
When the spring comes many of the 
?ulls take their flight tr> the north, 
where they enter upon-a «tage of family 
life and rear their young. Only the 
wildest and most inaccessible places 
are chosen for this purpose. The upper 
Michigan peninsula and some portions 
of Canada are favorite resorts for this 
purpose, ajid the birds congregate there 
by the millions. 


"Where does the gull go at night?" 


was the question asked of an old. fish- 
erman don n on the lake shore. 


The old fellow scratched his head 


and replied: "You've got me, I sup- 
pose he must roost somewhere. I've 
heard tell that a gull would po to sleep 
in the water, but I don't know whether 
that is true or not. They probably ftnd 
a quiet spot on the breakwater or 
among the old piling- that lines the lake 
shore." 


The old fisherman was right, how- 


ever. The s«ull settles down in the wa-' 
ler and goes to sleep with the greatest 
serenity. If there ia a rocky cliff any- 
where in his vicinity, that will also be 
a favorite resort. This peculiar choice 
of a resting place is indicative of tl« 
Shi-ness of the bird. He chooses to 
roost where marauders ca-n- least easily 
reach him. Nobody in Chicago, lor 
that matter, ever does thank of molest- 
ing the gulls, but their hereditary in- 
stinct of ca-utkm is too strong to be 
overcome by altered conditions.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.
